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SUBJECT: OCCUPATION OF VIETNAMESE CONSULATE GENERAL AND 
PERMANENT OBSERVER S OFFICE. 

BEGIN SUMMARY: THIRTEEN YOUNG AMERICANS DESCRIBING SELVES 
AS MEMBERS "REVOLUTIONARY STUDENT BRIGADE" OCCUPIED VIET NAM'S 
COMBINED CONSULATE GENERAL AND UN PERMANENT OBSERVER'S OFFICE 
THREE HOURS AFTERNOON MARCH 27. ABLE POLICE WORK GRAINED 
RELEASE OF ONLY HOSTAGE. STUDENTS LATER ARRESTED AFTER METAL 
DOOR INTO OFFICE PRIED OPEN. WITHIN OFFICE THERE WAS DAMAGE TO FUR- 
NITURE AND PAPERS WERE STREWN ABOUT. END SUMMARY. 

1. YOUTHFUL, UNARMED, AMERICAN DEMONSTRATORS OCCUPIED VIET 
NAM'S COMBINED CONSULATE GENERAL AND UN PERMANENT OBSERVER'S 
OFFICE ON FIFTH FLORR OF ALCOA BLDG (866 UN PLAZA) FROM 
APPROXIMATELY 1330 UNTIL 1630 HOURS MARCH 27. OCCUPIERS 
INCLUDED EIGHT MEN AND FIVE GIRLS. ENTRANCE EFFECTED WHEN ALL 
BUT ONE OF STAFF OUT FOR LUNCH. OCCUPIERS, WHO LATER DESCRIBED 
SELVES AS MEMBERS "REVOLUTIONARY STUDENT BRIGADE," GOT IN BY RUSE. 
SECRETARY MANAGED ESCAPE GRASP OF OCCUPIERS AND FLED INTO 
HALL SCREAMING FOR POLICE. HOWEVER, SECOND VIETNAMESE LADY, 
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BECAME HOSTAGE. 

2. NEW YORK CITY POLICE SOON ARRIVED TO REINFORCE SEVERAL 
EPS OFFICERS ON DUTY AT OTHER MISSIONS IN ALCOA BLDG WHO HAD 
BEEN DRAWN TO SCENE BY SECRETARY'S SCREAMS. PRES AND TV 
REPS CAME IN LARGE NUMBERS. POLICE SOON BEGAN NEGOTIATIONS 
FOR RELEASE OF HOSTAGE, WARNING (THROUGH DOOR) OF KIDNAPPING 
CHARGES IF HOSTAGE NOT FREED IMMEDIATELY. HOSTAGE RELEASED 
SHORTLY THEREAFTER AT 1430. SHE WAS FRIGHTENED BUT NOT 
HARMED PHYSICALLY. 

3. WHEN OCCUPIERS REFUSED TO COME OUT, POLICE FORCED 
ENTRY. THEY WERE ARRESTED BY NYC POLICE ON CHARGES 
CRIMINAL TRESPASSING, RESISTING ARREST, AND CRIMINAL MISCHIEF. 
THEY WERE LED OUT HANDCUFFED TOGETHER IN GROUPS. AS THEY WENT 
DOWN HALL TO FREIGHT ELEVATOR AND AWAITING ""BLUE MARIAHS," 
STUDENTS CHANGED AND WAVED CLENCHED FISTS. CHANTS INCLUDED: 
"U.S. OUT OF INDOCHINA. ABIDE BY THE AGREEMENTS." "ON, ON, 

TAKE SAIGON. DOWN WITH U.S. IMPERIALISM". WHEN REPORTER ASKED 
ABOUT NORTH VIETNAMESE INVASION, STUDENT REPLIED: "IT'S NOT 
AN INVASION*" ONE TV MAN SAID HE HAD SEEN SAME STUDENTS AT 
OTHER DEMONSTRATIONS. 

4. WITHIN OFFICE, FURNITURE WAS BROKEN, PAPERS STREWN, AND 
ARTIST TUYET'S WORKS (BASKETS, LAMPSHADES, ETC) SPILLED 
ABOUT FROM WICKER TRUNKS. 

5. AMB NGUYEN HUU CHI MUCH CONCERNED DURING AFTERNOON LEST 
OCCUPIERS CARRY OFF ANY DOCUMENTS, ESPECIALLY CLASSIFIED 
ONES. MISOFF ASKED EPS LIEUTENANT TO MAKE SURE THAT 
STUDENTS WERE CAREFULLY SEARCHED BEFORE BEING TAKEN AWAY. 
THIS WAS DONE AND NOTHING FOUND. 

6. AMB CHI TOLD MISOFF HE WILL REQUEST PERMANENT POST FOR 
HIS OFFICE. TONIGHT, WITH METAL DOOR BADLY BENT FROM 
FORCED ENTRY AND UNCLOSEABLE, EPS ARE ON STATION. 

7. POLICE TOLD MISOFF THAT OCCUPIERS WOULD BE TRUNED OVER 

TO FEDERAL AUTHORITIES FOR PROSECUTION. MISOFF CONGRATULATED 
THEM ON OUTSTANDING AND RESOURCEFUL FASHION IN WHICH THEY 
HAD COPED WITH SITUATION. 
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8. DURING AFTERNOON, U.S. MISSION S DEEPEST REGRETS 
EXPRESSED TO AMB CHI AND OTHER MEMBERS OF VIETNAMESE STAFF 
BY MISOFF AT SCENE. 

9. IF VIETNAMESE OFFICE REQUESTS A FIXED POST, 

THIS WOULD REQUIRE EPS SINCE PREMISES ARE ABOVE THE 
GROUND FLOOR. USUN APPRECIATES EMERGENCY ACTION BY 
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EPS TODAY AND WE WILL REVIEW SITUATION AND ADVISE WHETHER 
FURTHER COVERAGE NECESSARY.
